So you could see I could ex- 
pect no mercy from the Court, and as 
the time drew near for my hearing, It 
seemed as though Satan was bringing 
all his powers to bear to get me to 
plead not guilty and stand trial. Hav- 
ing ray comrades try to urge me to 
stand trial by telling me that I could 
have my liberty lust hy telling a few 
falsehoods and then live a Christian 
life afterwards ; and by one of the 
very bent criminal lawyers in (he City 
offering Io tnkc my ease for 
nothing, saying thnt he was 
positive he could get me clear. 
Rut I thank Gud that when- 
ever I felt tempted I Just went to Him 
and told Him all about It, and that 
He gave mo strength to KEEP TRUE 
AND TO PLEAD GUILTY ON THE 
13th of April when I had my hearing, 
and I also thank God for the lightness 
of niy sentence, which was far lighter 
than I expected, being only six months 
at the U. S. Penitentiary on McNeil's 
Island In this State. Although It seems 
HARD TO PUT ON THE STRIPES, 
yet I am far happier than though 1 
had my liberty bought at the price of 
eternal condemnation. I shall miss the 
League ever so much on the Island, as 
they sny that they have no services of 
any kind there ; but thank God I have 
iny Bible and have Him with me to 
lean upon at all times. 

Although my comrades have not as 
yet given themselves to God, yet they 
nre more Interested than ever In the 
meetings, asking me many questions 
about Christ and the way of Salvntlon. 
which I always try to answer, and I 
am praying and believing hard that 
nod will soon let His sun shine Into the 
hearts of my comrades as He has Into 
mine, as they are far too good to be 
serving the Devil. 

I will now say good-bye for the pre- 
sent, asking an interest In your prayers 
for myself and comrades, and praying 
that God may bless and prosper you 
In your work, I remain, 

Your Brother In Christ. 

We nre sure a happy and useful fu- 
ture Ilea before this young man. The 
beautiful spirit manifested In his letter, 
and the practical outcome of his turn- 
ing to righteousness, should be proof 
conclusive to convince the most skep- 
tical that nil who "choose" may become 
"new creatures in Christ Jesus."

Al- 
umni without exception it HOcmcd as if 
line common impulse- Impelled them for- 
lvtir to lend their Inlluence In staying 
the ever-Increasing tide of materialism 
and self -seeking, which is so Insidious 
ly advancing upon the people of the 
present day. At this meeting the cul- 
mination of the Army's effort was 
reached, when the Army'H Chief OHIeer 
—Field Commissioner Miss Booth— 
stood forth and raised her voice on be- 
half of a proper observance of the 
Lord's Day, putting,— as a friend hi the 
audience afterwards remarkejl— the 
ease in a nut-shell. 

Pleasingly eonspleuous In their bril- 
liant red uniforms, amongst the hun- 
dred of occupants of the platform. 
were the members of the Territorial 
Headquarters' Staff-Hand, which, un- 
der the leadership of "Glory Kenning," 
discoursed such harmony as brought 
forth a hearty appreciative clap from 
the great audience during the prelim- 
inary wait. 

That celebrated lawyer and woll- 
knuv.n Christian setitleiiian. S. H. 
Hlake, Q. C„ presided, and gave a toll- 
ing addresH, full of points which ex- 
cited frequent applause. He described 
the contest ns "our battle and God's 
victory." Referring to the Hlble before 
him, he said, when lie Haw that book— 

Tho Word or God 
—lying on the tnbl,- '.here, be took it 
as signifying that i lod was with them, 
and, be aildid wish emphasis, there 
was force and power In any movement 
with tied In It. He took up tho criti- 
cisms of the "pros" seriatim, dealing 
with them evidently to the satisfneilon 
of his hearers. 

ltev. Canon Sweeney, Rural Dean ot 
Toronto, who was the first speaker, re- 
ferred to the materialistic tendency of 
the working Sabbath even upon min- 
isters, and urged Ills hearers to put 
FIRST THINGS FIRST. 

Mr. It- L. White, mechanical en- 
gineer of Hamilton, a bona fide working 
man, who orlglnnlly enme ont of the 
engineering establishment of Robert 
Stevenson In the North of England, 
told of a fight for a non-working Sun- 
day wlilch he personally led and won at 
St, Denis, In France, some years ago, 
with the result that not only himself 
and the start of British workers he took 
with him. but the Freneh employees 
of the firm as well, gained their right- 
ful one day's rest. It was a point well 
worth noting In connection with this, 
that the Frenchmen were comparative 
weaklings beside the British workmen 
until they got their one duy's rest, after 
which they gradually increased in phy- 
sical power till they were quite- on a 
par with tho British. 

Mr. Thomas Crawford, M. P. P., also 
gave a vigorous address, deriding the 
Idea that the worklngmen wanted Sun- 
day labor. He said they wanted the 
Saturday half-holiday. 

Then came the Field Commissioner'!! 
turn. Honourable Mr. Blake, Intro- 
ducing her, said there were no people 
who had done so much for the poor ns 
the Snlvatlon Army, and Miss Booth, 
the Army'H Chief Otllcer, would now 
address the meeting from the stand- 
point of the poor, amongst whom the 
organization which she represented had 
done such noble work. 

There were many Salvatlonlsls pt'e- 
Hunt, and 1 have no doubt every Ih-iii t 
beat In fulleHt sympathy with our 
lender. 

That vnst audience of (ho best-lhlnH- 
Ing and best-living people of tile city, 
afforded an opportunity of speaking 
for Cod nnrl righteousness worthy the 



best and most consecrated effort of any 
speaker, and 1 am sure not a few 
prayers were offered for God's sustain- 
ing graee to lie imparted to the one we 
felt proud to eall our representative 
on such n unique occasion. 

As soon as the Field Commissioner 
rose from lior seat, such a vigorous 
Hupping or hands commenced from all 
parts of the audience as showed un- 
mlsuiUcably their full sympathy with 
the spenkor. 

When Miss Booth reached the front 
and attempted to begin, the applause 
broke out aguln. 

We could not but fee] proud of that 
fragile form, standing there before that 
sea of races surrounded by the grent 
leaders of religion and social reform In 
Toronto— one girl, the representative of 
Hie poor. That was a happy design- 
ation of the chairman's. 

The Mall and Empire, In a lengthy re- 
port of the meeting, lias the following 
on the Commissioner's address : 

MJkh Booth said she was only too 
happy to mingle her voice with the 
thousands of voices that bad been rais- 
ed throughout the w*ek against Sunday 
ears. She belonged to an organization 
which had brought the peace cf an 
eternal Sabbath to many homes, and 
which, from a pliysii-al, us well as a 
npliltunl, point or view, could not but 
regard the Introduction of Sunday eare 
as a calamity. The talcing away or the 
one day's rest was not good for man, 
Looking baek on her experience In Lon- 
don to tho dreadful scenes she had wit- 
nessed, she eould fairly say that Sun- 
day ears would bring ten thousand 
evjls. What would he the result In the 
homes of the five or six hundred men 
who would be employed on the Sab- 
bath ? Their homos were as saorcd ns 
those of others. It was but leaning on 
a broken reed to talk of giving- them 
Monday instead ol Sunday. No day 
eould take the place of the Lord's day ; 
It was Impossible to hrlng the hallowed 
associations of the Sunday Into a week 
day. The thousand claims pressing in 
would destroy the sacredness, no mat- 
ter If the door be shut. People talked 
about going out to get fresh air. As 
one who had been through the narrow 
courts of London, she found some diffi- 
culty In understanding sueh an argu- 
ment in Toronto. There wis no house 
In the city that had not a fair measure 
of fresh air. She also protested strong- 
ly against affording people means or 
transit away from the churches of their 
neighborhood.

wlileh Miss Booth told towards the con- 
clusion of her address, to use a popular 
term, quite "brought down the house."

'Sabbath," mamma dear," said the

"Oh !" said the little girl, "because 
that's the day papa loves us so much." 

"Oh ! you shouldn't think so," said 
the mother ; "Papu loves you every 
day alike, and so do I." 

"Well, papa hasn't time to show us 
that he loves ns any other day, any- 
way, has lie ? I think It ought to he 
love-day."

Mr. Wilson said that the American 
Federation of Labor, representing a 
million workers of the United States 
and Canada, had passed a resolution 
agnlnst Sunday labor, demanding a 
Sunday'B rest, not ns a privilege, but as 
a right.
